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STEEL TWO MILES 
“FROM THE BRIDGE 


Edmonton and Winnipeg Will be 
j Joined by G. T. P. Steel To- 
morrow. 


By seven or eight o'clock this even. 
ing when the track laying gang of 
the G. T. P. cease work they will be 
within two miles of the Clover Bar 
bridge. When the gang stopped work 
last evening they were five miles from 
the bridge so they are laying the 
steel now at the vate of three miles 
per day. 

Several weeks ago the track-laying 
gang of the G-T.P. resumed . opera- 
tions near Viking, just west of the 
Battle river, where they had left off 
last fall. There then remained ninety 
miles of track to be constructed be- 
fore an entrance could be made into 
Edmonton. Ever since the first spike 
was driven on the home stretch the 
progress of the construction gang 
has been watched with accelerating 
interest, and at the close of almost 
every day an inventory. haa been 
taken by Edmonton people of the ex- 
ine still to be built. Travel- 
lers into the city from the scene of 
the construction camps have reported 
frequently here where the vanguard 
of the camp was located, so that a 
very close estimate could be made of 
how much longer it would take for 
the Transcontinental to complete the 
e a between Winnipeg and this 
City. 

When the construction gang en- 
camped near Viking, the marching 
ordera were to reach Edmonton with 
All possible speed. Two ehifta of 
men were called into action to take 
ulternate periods of work and _ rest. 
in each shift there were one hundred 
and eighty men, making a camp of 
nearly four hundred all told. ‘With 
the two #hifts it was possible to lay 
about five miles of track a day, But. 
difficulties’ awaited the construction 
boss. The nearer the camp got to 
Edmonton the more uneasy the men 
became to again get a taste of city 
life. Most*of them had been given 
fred (transportation from ‘Winnipeg 
to work on the line, but it appeared 
that off ¢ wanted wee the trana- 
portation, not the work. 
deserters every day. 
most part, took the well-beaten foot 
trail into Edmonton, while some en- 
gaged to work with farmers along the 
ine. These had come west to be on 
hand for the harvest and never took 
kindly to railroad work. 

Only One Shift. 

At Tofield, the pecuiiarities of camp 
life were strongly exemplified. The 
first of July was at hand and this 
was followed by the glorious 4th. 
Practically a week waa lost to prepare 
for patriotic festivities and to resume 
progress on the grades. The effect 
was more far reaching than merely 
loss of time, The camp waa reduced 
to one shift and after Tofield was left 
behind two hundred and twenty-five 
men were about all that the camp 
could muster. 

During the month of June, fifty-nine 
miles of track were laid and up to 
Saturday last twenty-five miles had 
been laid in the month of July. There 
then remained ten miles to be con- 
atructed to the bridge, which made up 
the additional thirty-five miles tu com- 
plete the line. 

The construction of the G.T.P. 
from Winnipeg to Edmonton first call- 
ed for the laying out of the grade. 
Surveyors went over the course and 
decided on the shortest and best 
course to be taken. They were fol- 
lowed by the grading gang, who al- 
ways bear the brunt of the heavy 
work in railway construction. Fre- 
quently great fills have to be made 
and cuts have to be dug, 80 as to pro- 
cure the required levels. This i 
done at the cost of a great deal 
labor and time, so much 60 that it 
had frequently taken months to grade 
a distance of five miles through a 
rough stretch of country. The con- 
tractor who takes the grading on a 
railway line has not completed his 
work unti] he has it in shape for the 
laying of the rails. 

A Gigantic Machine. 

The traek-laying gang are pigmy 
dircetors of a gigantic machine. The 
laying of the steel rails nowadays is 
not so much a work of labor as it is 
u skilful direction of rather intricate 
machinery. The use of the big track- 
laying machine does away with all 
horse labor in the hauling of ties and 


sar 


rails. It is a combination of motive 
and carrying power and cap be 
worked twenty-four hours a day if 


necessary. 

The machine in use on the G,T.P. 
grade requires the attention of from 
one hundred and eighty to two hun- 
dred men, As a threshing machine 
had to be fed grain, the track-laying 
machine has to be satiated by ties 
and rails. Five cars of rails are run 
up immediately behind the machine 
with a locomotive. Behind these is 
a train of ties, comprising seven or 
eight cars. On both sides of the rail 
and tie cars are fttached strong 
brackets, capable of supporting a 
continuous procession of ties and 
rails. On the bottom of the brackets 
are small rollers, which may be set 
revolving by the operation of the gaso- 
line engine on the track-laying ma- 
chine. On the right hand eide of the 
cars the ties are set moving towards 
the front of the machine and the 
rails are brought up on the left hand 
side. Strong men stand on the grade 
and reeeive the ties as they come

Keokuk and Northwestern 


embankment was enlarged by 


in an effort to save the track, West 
Alton’s sole protection, 


FIVE DROWNED 


AT VANCOUVER 


Teacher and Four Pupils Get Beyond 
Their Depth and Drown Before 
Help Arrives, 


Vancouver, B.C., July 14.—Holding 
each other's hands, in an attempt to 
wade into the water deep enough to 
swim, Miss Gertrude Ankers, a teach- 
er, and four of her girl pupils of the 
Bronsville school, near New West- 
minster, were drowned this afternoon. 
The five were members of a Sunday 
échool picnic party and had been 
three hours on the beach of Burrard 
inlet, twelve miles from Vancouver, 
when they decided to yo in bathing. 
All donned bathing suits, and with 
the teacher in the centre, they walk 
ed out towards deep water. Suddenly 
one of them slipped over the ledge 
and lost Ser footing in deep water. 
She pulled the others one after an- 
other, and all were carried off shore 
by her. Their screams brought a 
number of bathers from a distance 
but by the time the lads reached the 
scene, the girls had disappeared be- 
low the surface, Miss Ankers’ body 
was recovered half an hour later, but 
none of the others have been found. 

The four children dead are Annie 
and ‘May Murphy, aged 16 and 17, 
respectively, sisters; Alice Poulson, 
aged 12, and Signi Buck, aged 10. 
Miss Ankers was about twenty-five 
years of age, and an only daughter 
of g city employee. She, as well, 4 
the Misses Murphy, were native 
daughters of Westminster, where the 
tragedy cast a gloom this evening.

AT PITTSBURG 


More Than a Hundred Injured in 
Three Pitched Battles—Both 


Pittsburg, July 14.—Thia has been a 
day of serious rioting at the miiis of 
the Pressed Steel Car Company at 
MecKee’s Rocks, six miles below 
Pittsburg, at least 100 persons were 
injured in gun battles, by thrown 
rocks or clube, and at midnight 1,000 
angry strikers are grouped around 
the works, each armed with a gun or 
some other weapon. More blood- 
shed is expected at daybreak, when 
the company declares it will make 
another attempt to starte ite works, 
Three of those seriously injured are 
in the Ohio Valley Hospital tonight, 
but they cannot speak English and 
their names cannot be learned, 

The others very seriously injured 
are John Farrell, chief of police of 
Stowe Township, shot through the 
arm and stabbed 12 times. e will 
live Jenkla Maula, atriker, shot 
through the body, will probably die; 
Sophia Merro, wife of a non-union 
man, hit by brick while trying to get 
her husband out of the mob; Harry 
Fonch, shot through the arm, bone 
broken, 

In addition to this, it is estimated 
that 100 others were hurt in different 
clashes between the atrikere and 
special officers, but 11 were hurried 
away by friends, who are keeping 
them under cover, 

In addition to a battle at noon and 
one at 6 p.m., in each of which about 
fifty people were injured, there was a 
battle on the Ohio river tonight.

The strike originated among the 
riveters of the big plant, whieh, on 
account of the conditions under 
which the employees are foreed to 
work, is known the country over as 
the “last chance.” The men worked 
in pools. They were arranged in 
groups and given numbers, They had 
no fixed wage, but at the end of every 
two weeks a certain sum was set aside 
for each group. 

Meetings were held and a petition 
wes drawn up and presented to the 
company, ‘but without result, Then 
the men in the various departments 
became interested, and, although 
there is no union at the plant, practi- 
cally all formed a mutual agreement 
to strike. When word calling for the 
walk-out was spread today 3,860 men 
stopped work simultaneously, 

The strike, however, i¢ the out- 
cropping of constantly increasing dis- 
satisfaction, which dates its beginning 
from the re-opening of the plant five 
months ago for the firet time since 
the panic. At that time all wages 
were cut, but the men were told that 
the arrangement would be temporary, 
According to the men, the wages, in- 
stead of being increased, us praised, 
have been cut still further, reduce. 
tions being made almost weekly. 
Then the “pool” eystem of payment 
was inaugurated. According to this 
ecale, it is said that skilled mechan- 
ics have been receiving $13.75 for 12 
days’ work. Should they fail to 
work a full 12 days, or two weeke, 
they would not receive any pay at all. 

Another grievance of the men is the 
failure of the company to repair time 
check locks, whieh register the houra 
of labor put in by each man, or to 
assume responsibility for ite alleged 
incorrect notations. The men declare 
that the elock is so irregular that 
they lose several houre each week and 
frequent demands that it be repaired 
have met with refuéal.

All Piece Carpets 
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London, July 12. (By William f. 
Stead)—‘The political gituation in 
England shows little signs of change. 
Discussions on the budget itrag drear 
ily along. Lloyd-George displays a 
conciliatory disposition, but it is evi 
dent that if the house can dispose +* 
two clauses in six weeks, tie bill 
containing seventy-eight clauses, will 
hardly be passed before Christmas. 
If the bill is rushed through by dras- 
tic closure, then the lords will be en- 
couraged to risk throwing out the 
budget on the grounds that a revolu- 
tionary measure, striking so deep, 
into the social and political condi- 
tions of English life, ought to be sub- 
mitted io the constituencies before 
passing into law. All now is in the 
dark, but some’ light may be thrown 
upon the obscurity by the four by+ 
elections which are now being f@ight 
in the north of England and Scotland. 
If the ministers win them it will give 
fresh heart to their supporters, but if 
they lose the opposition will be en- 
couraged to risk the constitutional 
conflict that would be precipitated 
by a rejection of the budget. 

Retirument Regretted. . 

“Prince von Buelow’s retirement ia 
much regretted here, He was_ the 
only German minister able to keep 
the kaiser within bounds. We are 
now face to face with the unknown. 
It is reported however, that the kais- 
er is now displaying more Christian 
disposition,and his conversation with 
the English bishops and clergy was 
most edifying, What is more to the 
purpose, the German government ‘s 
slowing the rate of construction with 
their new Dreadnaughts. This, how 
ever, will not affect the decision of 
the English government to order the 
construction of eight Dreadnaughts 
this year and this decision will be an- 
nounced in three weeks. 

Beresford Missed His Mark. 

“Lard Charles Beresford has shot 
his bolt and has missed his mark, as 
it’ was always predicted he would. 
The cabinet committee, after careful- 
ly hearing all he had to say, has d 
cided that he haé not. made out 
case. His speech in the city puzzle 
and dismayed his own friends. Pos: 
ing as ati advocate of naval suprem- 
acy, he attacked and ridiculed as ex- 
cessive the moderate demand for two 
British keels to one of the next 
strongest Buropean power, and put 
forward as his own programme a 
ship-bailding scheme that would 
leave Germany stronger in Dread- 
naughts in 1914 than England. 
Henceforth you need not trouble 
about Lord Charles Beresford. . 

Convinced William Crookes. 

“Americans often ask whethee Sir 
William Crookes retains his faith iu 
spiritualism. The other day the great 
scientist made an emphatic declara 
tion of his convictions. Speaking of 
the incontrovertible evidence now ad- 
mitted by the physical research socie 
ty of the phenomena of Eusapia Pala. 
dino, Sir William Crookes said they 
were mere child's play to the proof’s 
which convinced him of the reality “f 
spiritualistic phenomena. He men: 
tioned as a specimen of the facts 
which compelled his belief that onee 
at his own dinner table in his own 
house, while he was sitting alone, a 
goblet full of water, and a tumbler 
glass were raised about 12 inches 
above the table and*suspended there 
without visible means of support. 
By the aid of the goblet and the 
tumbler he carried on a conversation 
hy the ordinary code with the in- 
visible intelligence which held these 
articles in suspension. The goblet 
was tapped by the glass, thrice for 
yes, once for no and twice for doubt- 
ful. By this means an_ intelligent 
conversation was carried on under 
circumstances that precluded fraud. 
Dr. William Cookes faith has never 
since been shaken. 

Nearly Came to Grief.

The 
big capitalists of tondon are as 
fierce against the land taxes _as the 
noblemen of the presetn descent. 
Why Bil Was Welcomed by Liberals. 


“The wild enthusiasm which on thel- 


other side has beeu created by the 
budget, marks a spirit of violent reac- 
tion from the gloom and even despair 
which has settled down on the Lib. 
eral ranks up to the introduction of 
Chis terrible engine of war whfch 
Lloyd George has forged.
